i "beg you read this in the spifcit in which I am writing 
it inasmuch as I always have had great admiration for the 
reliability and efficiency of the agency under your direction* 

As an American citizen of Cuban ancestry I am deeply 
concerned about the situation in Cuba and the precedent that 
it is being established by our handling of those Communist 
Gangsters which call themselves the Cuban Government. 

I have mi.' parents in Cuba and I come in contact almost 
daily with friends and acquaintances arriving here from Cuba, 
the general opinion confirm the situation as we know it here 
by the reports of the newspapers and radio, but those friends 
and acquaintances and the reports from members of my family 
bring out a more dangerous angle to the precedent of which I 

speak; that the Cuban people in general are being inclined 

to believe that the confiscation of American properties, the 
slanders, the insults and the vile accusations against the 
United States as Imperialistic Aggressors are justified or else 
Washington would have taken appropiate action against Castro- 
they do not understand that we do not wish to use violence ’ 
against the Cuban people and that we must honor our agreements 
with the other Latin American# countries, however, in their 
desperate situation where parents are afraid to express their 
opinions against the Castro Communist Tirany because, their 
young children who have joined the so called people's militia 
might accuse them of being counter revolutionary. 

‘.Many of those fiiends and acquaintances helped Castro 
and his revolution and are now amazed and cannot understand 
the persecution and restrictions against the enemies of 
the Communist regime in Cuba, when they know from 'their own 
' / eixpirience that it/was not very difficult for ships and 
/ planes to leave American shores to help Castro in Sierra 
Llaestra,
